Designed so that 
the owner can have complete con- 
trol of the temperature and humid- 
ity in this scientifically modern 
home, William Lescaze’s plan of a 
steel and masonry outer shell with 
an inner shell of wooden frame 
makes it possible for a duplication 
of North Carolina weather in Tuxe- 
do Park, New York. 

Another outstanding accomplish- 
ment of the modern architecture is 
the allusion of spaciousness in even 
the smallest home, achieved by re- 
placing the conventional fixed par- 
titions by sliding or folding doors, 
curtains, or screenlike walls. The 
extensive use of full length win- 
dows and glass bricks increases this 
effect and widens the breach be- 
tween the new scientific architec- 
ture and the buildings of our grand- 
parents.
